The correspondent of The Berlin 
Tageblatt with the Austrian army tes 
tifies to the inexhaustible supply 
Russian troops, the great efficiency of 
the Russian artillery and cavalry and 
the endless supplies of ammunition, as 
in great contrast to the condition of 
the Russian forces last vear. The Ger- 
mans are continuing their strong at- 
tacks along the Russian front, but the 
View is held here that this is only with 
the object of gaining time to perfect 
the defenses of Kovel and Vladimir- 
Volynski and to remove large stores of 
military material from these points to 
Brest-Litovsk and Ivangorod. 


DOMINATING HILL 
TAKEN BY FRENCH. 


Paris, July 10.—In a brilliant attack 
the French have carried Hill 97, a 
height which dominates the Somme 
southeast of Biaches, according to the 
official statement issued by the French 
war office tonight. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“North of the Somme the day passed 
quietly. South of the river we made 
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some progress in the region between 
Biaches and Barleux. In the neigh- 
borhood of Biaches we captured a field 
fort, where a detachment of the enemy 
still maintained themselves, We took 
113 prisoners, of which'10 were offi- 
cers. 

‘Southeast of Biaches a brilliant at- 
tack enabled us to capture Hill 97, a 
height which dominates the river and 
had been strongly held by the enemy. 

“We also took La Maisonnette farm 
and a little wood to the north of La 
Maisonnette, Some of the enemy still 
held out in a redouwbt at the extremity 
of this wood. 

“On the front north of Verdun the 
enemy artillery violently bombarded 
our positions in the region of Froide 
Terre, Fleury and the Fumin wood. Our 
batteries replied energeticaily. There 
was no event of importance on the rest 
of this front. 

“Our aviators attacked a number of 
German machines yesterday in the re- 
gion of the Somme. Four of the ene- 
my aircraft were driven down within 
their own lines. Last night one of 
our air squadrons threw a number of 
shells on the railroad station at Ham 
ar Polaincourt.” 

felgian communication: “There were 
lively artillery actions at different 


points of the front, particularly to the 


north of Dixmude and toward 
Boesinghe.” 

The French communication, issued in 
the afternoon, says: 

“North of the river Somme the night 
passed quietly. 

“South of this river our troops, con- 
tinuing their progress during the night 
in the region of Barleux, captured a 
line of German trenches, situated be- 
tween the village of Barleux and 
Lamaisonette. We took a total of 950 
able-bodied prisoners in this sector 
yesterday and last night. 

“In the. Champagne district two sur- 
prise attacks by French troops resulted 
successfully. One was southeast and 
the other west of Tuahure. West of 
Bute de Mesnil, we delivered two at- 
tacks upon a German trench which we 
occupied and organized along a front 
of about 500 metres. Here we took ten 
prisoners. 

“In the Argonne a French reconnotit- 
ering party penetrated a German trench 
near Four de Paris which it+ cleaned 
up with hand grenades. 

“On the front north of Verdun the 
bombardment has continued in the re- 
gion of Chattencourt, Fleury and La 
Faufee. A strong patrol of the enemy 
has been dispersed with hand grenades 
at a point northwest of Fleury. 

“In the Vosges district detachments 
of the enemy attacked our positions in 
the region of Chapelette at three dif- 
ferent points simultaneously. They 
were. however, checked by the fire 
of our machine guns; found impos- 
sible to secure a footing, were 
completely repulsed.” 


BRITISH ADMIT 
GERMAN GAIN. 


London, July 10.—After the sixth des- 
perate attack this afternoon, the Ger- 
mans succeeded in entering Trone’s 
wood, according to the British official 
statement issued tonight. This was at 
the expense of very heavy casualties, 
the statement adds, and the fighting 
in the wood continues. 

The announcement follows: 

“In the past 48 hours particularly 
severe fighting has centered around 
Trone’'s wood, which is triangular in 
shape and measures some 1,400 yards 
from north to south with a southern 
pase of 400 vards and has been strong)yv 
defended by the Germans with trenches 
and wire entanglements. 

“On the morning of July 8, after a 
heavy bombardment, we succeeded in 
capturing the southern end of the wood. 
Subsequently, we extended our posi- 
tions toward the north and drove back 
a determined counter attack with 
heavy loss to the enemy. 
“Yesterday afternoon, 
ported, two more German counter at- 
tacks in mass against our positions 
in the wood were crushed by our artil- 
lery. Again last evening the enemy 
bombarded the wood with all natures 
of armaments and launched two strong 
attacks against it from the east and 
southeast. The first of these was com- 
pletely repulsed. The second succeed- 
ed in penetrating the southern end of 
the wood, but the Germans were at once 
ejected with heavy losses, Later in 
the night a fifth desperate attempt 
was made to drive us from our posi- 
tions, but this was completely crushed 
by our fire. 

“The enemy's casualties in these five 
fruitless attacks have heen severe. 

“This afternoon, after the sixth des- 
perate attack, the Germans succeeded 
in entering Trones wood at the ex- 
pense of very heavy casualties. The 
fighting In the wood continues. 

“Further west we gained lodgment 
in the Mametz wood, where the enemy’s 
defense hitherto had resisted all our 
efforts. We also gained ground east 
of Ovillers and La Bolsselle. 

“At other places on the battle front 
progress has been made. Northwest 
of Contalmaison we captured a small 
corps and three more guns, and this 
morning we have taken several hun- 
dred more prisoners. 

“On the Flanders front the enemvy’s 
artillery was active and heavily bom- 
barded our trenches near Hooge for 
three hours. In this neighborhood we 
made three successful raids into the 
German front line.” 

“Yesterday the royal flying corps 
operated several successful bombing 
attacks against various detraining cen- 
ters, ammunition depots and = aero- 
dromes. Numerous combats occurred 
in the air, as a result of which one 
German machine was destroyed and 
several others were driven to the 
ground in a damaged condition.” 


GERMANS RETAKE 
TRONES WOOD. 


Berlin. July 10.—(vVia London.)—The 
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recapture of Trones wood, La Mal- 
sonette farm and the village of Bar- 
leux by German eee was announced 
today by the war office in its report 
on operations along the western front. 

The text of the German statement 
follows: 

“Western theater: On both sides of 
the Somme fighting continues. Our 
troops repeatedly repulsed the enemy 
to his storming positions, and wher- 
ever as a result of his closely following 
waves of attack they temporarily were 
forced to yield ground, we quickly 
ejected him by counter attacks. 

“In the wood of Trones, for instance, 
which had been penetrated by the 
English, and the farm La Maisonette, 
and the village of Barleux, which had 
been stormed by the French, we recon- 
quered and consolidated against the 
enemy. 

“At Ovillers there was uninterrupted 
hand-to-hand fighting. 

“The French obtained a lodgment in 
the village of Biaches. 

“Between Barleux and Belloy their 
oft-repeated attacks continually broke 
down with the greatest losses. Purther 
west they were prevented by our 
Barrage fire from leaving their 
trenches, 

“Between the sea and the Ancre, and 
also on the line of the Champagne and 
east of the Meuse, artillery battles 
were revived from time to time. 

“Infantry encounters took place west 
of Warneton, east of Armentieres, in 
the region of Tahure (Champagne), and 
on the western edge of the Argohne 
whére fresh detachments were repuls- 
ed. Near Hulluch, Givenchy and Vau- 
quois we caused guccessful mine ex- 
plosions, 

“There was very lively aerial activity 
on both sides. Our aviators shot down 
five enemy aeroplanes near Nieuwport, 
two near Cambrai, two near Bapaume, 
and two captive ‘balloons, one on the 
Soinme and the other on the Meuse. 

“Senior Lieutenants Walz and Gerliet 
have put out of action their fourth op- 
ponent, Lieutenant Lefler his fifth and 
Leutenant Parschau his eighth. The 
emperor has bestowed upon the last 
named the Order Pour Le Merite.” 


TANGA TAKEN 
BY BRITISH. 


London, July 10.—General Smutz, in 
command of the British forces in Ger- 
man East Africa, has occupied Tanga, 
according to a statement issued by the 
war office today. The Germans only 
offered slight resistance. 


Tanga is the second most important 
port on the coast of German Kast Afri- 
ca, and is the terminus of a railroad 
which the Germans were building into 
the interior at the outbreak of the war. 
A couple of hundred miles of thiss rvuad 
has been completed.

Mr. Wade's estimate was reached 
from a personal observation of the 
conditions in the adjoining counties 
and by repors received from all sec- 
tions of the state. 

The water from the AlabdDama river 
has covered part of North Montgomery 
and a number of residents of that com- 
munity, all negroes, have been forced 
to leave their homes. 

Great damage is reported along the 
Coosa river. The expected rise, due to 
the excess rainfalis in that section of 
the state late Sunday night, had mate- 
rialized and at lock 12, of the Alabama 
Power company, a rise of three feet 
within an hour was reported. No im- 
médiate danger of life is thought to 
exist as the dam had been relieved of 
the high water pressure by the raising 
of the gates. Residents of Coosa coun- 
ty and Chilton county are threatened 
with a food famine, and cattle are 
being rapidly killed to meet the press- 
ing demand for food. 

Geneva county is suffering from the 
overflow of the Choctawhatchie river. 
At Geneva the postoffice floor is three 
feet deep with water and in the prin- 
cipal businefges street of the town wa- 
ter is gtanding five feet deep. The 
courthouse is flooded as are most of 
the business houses. Inhabitants of 
about sixty dwellings have been forced 
to abandon them, and boats have been 
busy all day rescuing people from the 
tree tops. wo negroes were drowned 
when a boat in which they were ridin 
capsized. Their bodies were recovered. 
No further loss of life 1s reported, but 
it is estimated that more than 300 are 
homeless, 


DOWNPOUR IN WAYCROSS 
SWEEPS AWAY LAKE DAM 


Waycross, Ga., July 10.—(Special.)— 
Unable to stand the pressure caused 
by recent heavy rains, the Winona 
Lake dam broke today. The dam 
formed an artificial lake covering 
many acres in an amusement park on 
the edge of Waycross. 

Through traffic between Waycross 
and Atlanta over the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic was maintained by 
transfers at the Alapaha river, near 
Rebecca. Large forces are working on 
the washout. The Satilla river is ris- 
ing rapidly and at many places is out 
of its banks. 

A belated report from the Fairfax 
district of Ware states that the home 
of CC. BEB. Giddins was blown from its 
foundations, the kitchen demolished 
and Mr, Giddins injured by falling raft- 
ers. 
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Chattooga Crops Damaged $500,000. 

Lyerly, Ga., July 10.—(Special.)—It 
is estimated that the loss by the floods 
in Chattooga county will amount to 
half a million dollars, all crops on 
the lowlands being a total loss. In 
the river bottoms, where Chattooga’s 
chief corn crop is raised, the entire 
crop is lost. 

The Chattooga river reached a 
height not exceeded in the past ten 
years, being the highest since 1909, 
and almost as high as it was in 1886, 
when it reached the highest mark ever 
known. Many people who live on the 
lowlands near the river had to move 
their household goods, feedstuff and 
all live stock to higher quarters for 
safety, and the water reached a depth 
of several feet in the homes, 


Rain Damages Jenkins Cotton Orop. 

Millen, Ga., July 10.—(Special.)—The 
recent heavy raining has caused much 
unrest among the farmers of this sec- 
tion. The crops are growing nicely 
and prospects for a bumper crop were 
excellent, but it is thought that the 
wet weather has lessened the amount 
of cotton that will be harvested this 
fall, considerably. 

All Crops Damaged in Lowndes.

Composing the joint committee are 
Senators Turner, I. R. Akin and J. D.

SON CHEERED 
“BY GREAT CROWDS 


As He Urges Peace by Mu-. 
tual Understanding Rather! 
Than by Force, and De- 
fends Democratic Party as 
Friend of Business. 


Detroit, Mich., July 10. — President 
Wilson urged peace reached hy mutual 
understanding rather than force, and 
defended the democratic party as a 
friend of business in speeches today to 
enthusiastic Michigan Audiences. De- 
troit streets were lined with thousands 
of persons who shouted greetings and 
waved American flags at him wherever 
he appeared, the hall in which he spoke 
to the World’s Salesmanship congress 
was jainmed, an audience estimated at 
50,000 greeted him at the Ford Motor 
Plant, and tonight, in Toledo, another 
throng listened to his brief rear-plat- 
form address. 

‘Peace’ was the shouted response of 
the salesmanship audience when the 
president asked them what they desir- 
ed when the present world struggles 
are at an end. And he added that 
‘permanent peace” was his desire. 

Defense of the Democrats, 

At a non-partisan luncheon in the 
Detroit Athletic club the president 
sprang to the defense of the democrats. 
A prominent republican had told him 
during the day that he had been deriv- 
ing pleasure from association with 
democrats, and the executive recited 
the incident and declared that he long 
had enjoved the friendship and com- 
panionship of republicans, because, be- 
ing a teacher, he ‘‘would like to teach 
them something.” 

“We have been trying, some of us, 
for a gvod many years, to teach in 
politics, as well as elsewhere, this les- 
son, that we are all in the same boat,” 
he said. “We have common interests, 
and it is our business to understand 
and serve those common interests. The 
great difficulty that has confronted us, 
gentlemen, has often been that we have 
deliberately looked at these common 
interests from self-chosen angles, 


which made them look as if some of us 
were separated from others and as if 
some of us wanted to depress business, 
for example, and others of us wanted 
to exalt ‘business. 

“] dare say that you have noticed 
that the same necessity to make a liv- 
ing is imposed upon democrats and re- 
publicans, and I dare say you are ready 
to believe that democrats are just as 
willing to make a good living as re- 
publicans. Therefore, it seems to me 
logically to follow, though I have been 
quoted as having no regard for logic, 
that democrats are naturally as much 
interested in the business prosperity of 
the United States as anybody else. So 
that, if you believe that they are not 
as fitted to guide it as other persons, 
you cannot be doubting their interest; 
you are only impugning their intelli- 
gwence.”’ 

Democracy of Business. 

The suspicion is beginning to dawn, 
he added, that the average man under- 
stands the business necessities of the 
country as well as the extraordinary 
man. 

“So I invite youk thoughts,” he con- 
tinued, “in what I sincerely believe to 
be an entirely non-partisan spirit to 
the democracy of business. An act was 
recently passed in congress that some 
of the most intelligent business men of 
this country earnestly opposed—men 
whom I knew, men whose character lI 
trusted, men whose integrity I abso- 
lutely believed in. I refer to the fed- 
eral reserve act by which we intended, 
and succeeded, in taking credit out of 
the control of a small number of men 
and making it available to everybody 
who had real commercial assets, and 
the very men who opposed that act and 
opposed it conscientiously now admit 
that it saved the country from a ruin- 
ous panic when the stress of war 
came on, and that it is the salvation of 
every average business man who is in 
the midst of the tides that I have been 
trying to describe. 

“What does that mean, gentlemen? It 
means that you can get a settled point 
of view and can conscientiously oppose 
progress if you do not need progress 
yourself. That is what it means. |! 
a2m not impugning the intelligence even 
of the men who opposed these things, 
because the same thing happens to ev- 
ery man if he is not of extraordinary 
make-up, that he cannot see the neces- 
sity for a thing that he does not him- 
self need. When you have abundant 
credit and control of credit, you, of 
course, do not need that the area of 
credit should be broadened.” 

Fair Dealing Urged for Mexico. 

President Wilson aroused great en- 
thusiasm at the Salesmanship congress 
by urging that business men carry 
justice and fair dealing into the ports 
of the world, particularly those of 
Mexico, and thereby establish confi- 
dence in American principles. 

His efforts, he declared, would be 
to serve all America by serving Mexico 
herself for her best interests without 
using force, and not to serve the few 
“gentlemen” who wish to exploit Mexi- 
can possessions. ‘ 

“[ heard some men say,” he = said, 

“that they want to help Mexico and 
the way they proposed to help her is 
to overwhelm her with force. That is 
the wrong way, as well as the long 
way. 
“After fighting them you will havea 
nation full of justified suspicion. Thus 
you would not help them. You would 
shut every door against you. 

‘What makes Mexico suspicious is 
that she thinks we do not want to serve 
but possess her. And she has justifica- 
tion for these suspicions in the way 
some gentlemen have sought to exploit 
her possessions. 

“Tt will not serve these gentlemen, 
but I will serve all Americans by try- 
ing to serve Mexico herself. 

“The way to establish our sovereign- 
ty is to respect hers.” 

The president added that he believed 
in the old Virginia bill of rights which 
declared that a country may do as jt 
pleases with its own government. ~ 

This information, the president said, 
was for those gentlemen who “would 
butt in!” 

The president declared that the mer- 
chant marine which some are “slow 
in giving us,’ would be a great help. 


World Changes Occurring. 


Great world changes now taking 
place, the president declared, will force 
the United States to take a more ac- 
tive part in world trade in the future. 

‘These are days of incalculable 
changes,” he said. “It is impossible 
for anybody to predict anything that 
is certain in detail with regard to 
the future either of this country or of 
the world in the large movements of 
business. One thing is perfectly clear 
and that is that the United States will 
play a new part and that it will be a 
part of unprecedented opportunity and 
greatly increased responsibilities.” 

Timidity must be cast aside by those 
who seek the world trade, he said, 
and a knowledge of conditions of busi- 
ness and conditions “throughout the 
round globe” will be essential to suc- 
cess. 


) 
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‘No amount of mere push, no amount 
of mere hustling, or to speak in the 
western language, no amount of mere 
rustling, no amount of mere active en- 
terprise will suffice,” he declared, and 
later said: “In the relationship of 
nations with each other many of our 
antagonisms are based on misunder- 
standings, and as long as you do not 
understand a country you cannot trade 
with it. 

“Lift up your eyes to the horizons 


of business,” he concluded. “Do not 
look too closely at the little processes 
with which you are concerned, but let 
your thoughts and your imaginations 
run abroad throughout the whole 
world, and with inspiration of the 
thought that you are Americans, and 
are meant to carry liberty and justice 
and the principles of humanity where- 
ever vou go, zo out and sell goods that 
will make the world more comfortable 
and more happy and convert them to 
the principles of America.”

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AN UNDERSEA MERCHANTSIAN! 


The docking of the Deutschland, “Ger- 
man undersea merchantman,”’ at Baltimore, 
after a perilous and astonishingly brief voy- 
age of 4,000 miles, is a supersubmarine 
achievement which awakes the wonder of 
the world in its dazzling appeal to the im- 
agination in the possibilities of which that 
achievement is prophetic. 

From a German base to the waters of the 
Far East a submarine had previously made 
safe journey on a mission of destruction to 
enemy craft; but now comes over and 
under the guarded Atlantic, gliding past the 
guns of hostile ships, having foreknowledge 
of its coming, a peaceful “merchantman” of 
the undersea type; carying mail, and 750 
tons of costly chemicals and dyestuffs, 
sorely needed in this country, and flying the 
German flag!

That portion of the purchasing public 
which accepts trading stamps or coupons 
under the impression that they are receiv- 
ing something for nothing, is of course labor- 
ing under an obvious delusion, for full 
values paid for every such device, the dif- 
ference being that the quantity or quality of 
the merchandise exchanged for value is cor- 
respondingly decreased to pay the cost of 
gimcracks that could doubtless be purchased 
as cheaply or cheaper in the open market. 

This much-needed legislation will, of 
course, be opposed by those interests which 
have profited by these innovations upon 
legitimate merchandizing, but it is to be 
hoped that the lawmakers will enact these 
remedial measures into effective laws. 


BELATED CRITICISM. 

Republican newspapers north and east 
that‘are notoriously prone to viewing their 
own party faults through smoked~ glasses, 
are attempting to make political capital out 
of the inquiry as to why the present demo- 
cratic administration was not prepared for 
the crisis which has arisen in Mexico.

Suppose the Mexican crisis as is present- 
ed now, or even at its recent height, had 
arisen under any of the three republican 
administrations which followed the Spanish- 
American war. Where would they have 
been and what would they have done? In 
not one single instance would they have 
been one-half as well prepared as the coun- 
try is today under its democratic adminis- 
tration.

_pose of helping and taking care of those 
'negro children who cannot help themselves 


Among other things, it seeks to give free 
education to those children who, on account 
of the inability of their parents to purchase 
books or clothing, cannot attend thé public 
schools; it takes care of and educates those 
children whose parents have been sent to 
prison, or who have left the city and de- 
serted them in order to escape legal penal- 
ties; it takes in and cares for others whose 


; parents, through worthlessness, fail to sup- 


port them. 

With an enrollment of 205 negro children 
under these various classes, the institute is 
already well established in the good work 
that it is doing. Its aim 
morally, intellectually and physically, and 
particularly to equip them with that knowl- 
edge of industrial and household work which 
will make them self-supporting, as well as 
self-respecting, when thrown upon their 
own resources. 

It is of particular interest that one of the 
primary requirements of the Holmes Insti 
tute is that no child is allowed to attend or 
complete the work of the school without 
learning a useful trade. It is likewise of 
interest that this institute is in such de- 
mand among the members of the race that 
it cannot take care of the many applications 
from unfortunate children, whict have been 
made of it. 

The institute needs money for its main- 
tenance and to complete the fund of which 
about half has already been contributed 
an educational mass meeting will be held 
at the Butler Street Methodist church next 
Sunday afternoon, at 3 o'clock, and which 
all who are interested in this work are cor- 
dially invited to attend. 

Performing a great service to the com- 
munity, the Holmes Institute is worthy of 
and should receive not only the encourage- 
ment, but the material support of the public, 
and The Constitution vouches for the zeal 
and the integrity of Principal Holmes, who 
is at the hcad of this worthy civic charity.

Methodist Bishop Hoss 
Discusses Church Union 
Of the Methodist Branches 


BY BISHOP BE. E. HOSS, 
Of the Southern Methodist Church. 

Seeing that some of our bishops, con- 
nectional secretaries, conference editors and 
other great men are taking the union 
of the two Methodist churches as an accom- 
plished fact, “all over except the shouting,” 
I desire to say, as one that has been at least 
a silent watcher of all the proceedings, that 
in my poor judgment the end is not yet, 
and will not be for some time. 

1. Not a single thing has been settled— 
not one. The two churches stand towards 
each other exactly as they did five years 
@go0, and will presently proceed to thresh 
the old straw of past controversies over 
again, with what result only the future can 
determine. I hope for. the best, and fear 
the worst. ‘ 

2. It is true that-our church, in its ac- 
tion at Oklahoma City, made some great 
concessions in the interest of union, agree- 
ing to give up its historical name, to part 
with its independence as an ecclesiastical or- 
ganization and to merge itself into a new 
church, in which it would occupy the position 
of a perpetual minority. What more could 
anybody have reasonably asked or expected 
than that? One only reservation it made, 


namely, that the general conference of the 
new church should not have the final au- 
thority to determine the constitutionality 
of its own actions. Surely that was not re- 
quiring a great deal. Having consented to 
give up all possibility of controlling affirm- 
ative legislation it certainly had the right 
to ask for the negative power of protecting 
itself against unconstitutional statutes by 
appeal to some kind of impartial judicial 
tribunal, 

3. The Saratoga general conference, while 
giving a sort of vague general assent to 
our “suggestions” as “basic,” yet in the same 
breath brings forward a “recommendation” 
that means the rejection of this most central 
stipulation and the substitution in its place of 
a provision for a general conference that shall 
be a “supreme legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial body.’ As a sort of softener to our 
sensibilities, it is agreed that this “supreme 
body may work under constitutional provi- 
sions and restrictions.” But who is to make 
these provisions and restrictions effective’ 
Where is any power lodged that can enforce 
them? No room is left for it anywhere. 
body that sits one day to make laws, another 
day to interpret them, and atill another to 
execute them, its virtually absolute. It 1s 
as if the congress of the United States were 
invested by the constitution with the func- 
tions of the supreme court and of the presi- 
dent. e 

The humor of this is almost overwhelm- 
ing! Did the wise brethren laugh when they 
proposed to make the general conference 
supreme in every possible particular, and 
then limit it in its operations? Limitations 
with nobody to see to their execution would 
be only “a scrap of paper.” telling the gen- 
eral conference to be good but leaving it 
free to be just as bad as it chooses. To sup- 
pose that, in the enjoyment of so wide a 
latitude, it would never trespass upon the 
fundamental rights of the church is to sup- 
pose a most unlikely thing. No sensible com- 
pany of Christian. men will ever trust its 
great inheritance of freedom to the mere 
changing good will of an elective conference. 
As matters now stand with us, we are fréé. 
But if we consent for one moment to go into 
a union that gives no snred of guaranty 
that our freedom shall be preserved, we shail 
be guilty of a piece of folly without a paral- 
lel in the ‘history of Methodism. 
Let no man charge me with 
fickleness. Such a charge 
stand precisely where |] 
commission and in the Okl@®#homa general 
conference. A new thing is now before us. 
Wur northern brethren, not content with our 
Vast concessions, propose simpty to swallow 
They have made no concession in return, 
und it looks as if they proposed to make 
none. We shall know for certain when we 
have met their commission twenty-tive.

If they should decline 
to offer us anything except the bare privi- 
lege of coming initio their church and taking 
lower seats, it will be our duty toanswer that 
we could have done that any time these fifty 
vears. What we demand, nothing more no: 
less, is to be dealt with as a full equal in all 
particulars. On no other basis can we 
negotiate, is not worth while to 
about it. 

I should have Kept silent about all these 
things, if others had set me a good example. 
But when men of influence are loudly as- 
serting that our proposal of union has been 
accepted in all its essential features, and that 
nothing but prejudice now delays the final 
consummation, 1 must stand up and meet the 
assertion wéth prompt and vigorous’ denial. 
Ask Dr. Spencer whether this assertion is 
true. QOur people ought not to be deceived 
nor deluded. They should know the truth. 
Nor should we attempt to humbug our north- 
ern brethren. If they are not willing to go 
forward with the scheme that was adopted 
tentatively by the joint commission and -ac- 
cepted by our general conference, we shall 
not blame them. It does not lie within our 
rights to speak harshly of them, nor to show 
They are the 
Lord's free men and must follow their best 
judgment, I do not desire a single thing 
for my own church that I am not perfectly 
willing to grant them also.

“In Justice to 
Sound Merchandising” 


(From The Atlanta Journal.) 

In unanimously recommending for passage 
the bill to prohibit in Georgia the sale or 
distribution of trading stamps, coupons or 
similar devices, the general judiciary com- 
mittee of the house has acted in the interest 
of sound merchandising and just values. Le- 
gitimate business is entitled to protection 
against meretricious schemes; and to the ex- 
tent that it is protected, thé rights of 
the consumer will be conserved. 

Trading stamps and similar devices tend 
to establish false standards and to beget false 
ideas in the public mind. The purchasers 
who fancies that he gets anything of value 
without paying for it is deceived. It is rea- 
sonable and right that the purchaser should 
pay for all items of necessary expense in- 
volved in the production and marketing of 
what he buys. But itis obviously wrong that 
he should pay for an extraneous item on the 
idea that he is getting something for nothing. 
Whether the cost of the trading stamp and 
coupon scheme is covered by adding to the 
price or detracting from the quality of the 
articles sold, the principle is the same: the 
consumer is led to believe that he is receiy- 
ing a gift, when in reality he is taxed for 
the maintenance of an unsound and unfair 
device for coaxing trade. 

The wholesomeness of the pending bill 
is evidenced by the fact that it has the ear- 
nest approval of mercantile associations 
throughout the state, including® the Mer- 
chants’ Retail Association of Atlanta. Were 
the bill in any wise unjust or unwarranted, 
it would not command the support of the 
rank and file of Georgia merchants. The ob- 
jection that such a measure would be un- 
constitutional is answered by a recent de- 
cision of the United States supreme court up- 
holding statutes to this effect already enacted 
by the legislatures of Florida and of Wash.- 
ington state.

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Atlanta Will Lose $15,009 
By Damage to Street Paving 


The hard rains of the past few days have 
cost the city about $15,000 in damage to street 
paving, chiefly to those streets laid with 
wood block. according to figures furnished 
from the construction department. 

On many of the main downtown thor- 
oughfares the wood block pavements have 
bulged so badly that danger lights have been 
placed around the holes at night to prevent 


| accidents. 


The breaks are said to be due to the fact 
that when laid the foundation of the pave- 
ment was on sand with a filler of the same 
material. This results in an easy seepage 
of water between the blocks, causing them 
to swell when wet. 

On the streets paved with the same mate- 
rial recently no such damage has been found, 
though city forces havé been at work all 
over the city to locate damage done by the 
water. 

In laying the newer streets the base was. 
made of concrete or asphalt, with a filler 
between the block of the same. This method 
has been used on all streets paved with wood 
block in the past several years.

William R. Hammond \Takes 
Vote of ‘Local Members 
of the Bar. 


In behalf of the public defender bill, 
now pending in the senate, William R. 
Hammond, a prominent Atlanta attor- 
ney, yesterday announced that he had 
made a canvass of the Atlanta bar, as 
nearly a thorough one as was possi- 
ble in the time he had to devote to it, 
and that he found nirne-tenths of the 
members inefavor of the bill. The 
other tenth the bar membership, he 
says, he found either opposed or indif- 
ferent as regards the proposed law. 

The bill provides for the appointment 
of a public defender in Fulton county, 
whose duty it would be to defend per- 
sons charged with crime, the same as 
the duty of the prosecutor to prose- 
vute. It was introduced during the 
last session of the general assembly, 
and passed both house and senate, and 
it is standing in the senate now on a 
recommendation. Its friends hope to 
bring about its enactment during the 
present session. 

“This bill,” said Mr. Hammond jyester- 
day, “has met with opposition from the 
county commissioners, though 1 do not be- 
lieve they would have been found in the op- 
position if they had been willing to hear 
the facts in reference to the importance of 


the movement. 

“I have just completed a canvass of the 
bar in which I gsought to ascertain their 
opinion in refergfice to the bill. This can- 
vass was only artial one, but sufficient to 
show the realfsentiment. I went through 
about half of the ‘office buildings of the 
city and saw about half the lawyers whose 
offices were in those buildings, as a great 
many of them were out when I called. Of 
those whom .I saw nine-tenths of them were 
heartily in favor of the passage of a bill 
for the appointment of a public defender 
for this county at the present session of the 
legislature, about one-tenth being opposed 
or indifferent. 

“l asked them for an impartial statement 
of their opinion and did not seek to in- 
fluence them. Those who expressed them- 
selves in this way I asked to sign a paper 
which I had prepared, which they did 
There are more than 
signed to this paper, and if I 
could have found them all in and made a 
more complete canvass I have no doubt as 
many more could have been procured. I 
have never seen more unanimity of opinion 
than there was among those whom I saw. 
Il believed this would be true, but I had 
never taken upon myself the immense la- 
Dor of the task before It took me several! 
days to go through these offices, but I feel 
well repaid by the result. The opinion I 
have entertained for a number of years in 
reference to this matter has been greatly 
strengthened. 

“These clear-visioned, strong-minded men 
are engaged in the practice of a profession 
which gives them exceptional opportunities 
to know thé facts on|which a reliable opin- 
ion can be formed.

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BEATEN IN SENATE 


Supporters of Bill Claimed 
Passage Would Increase 
Tax Returns by Putting 
‘Tax Dodgers on Book. 


After a long and hard fight, lasting 
nearly an hour after the regular time 
of adjournment, the senate yesterday 
failed to pass the bill of President G. 
Ogden Persons, which proposes to place 
the machinery inthe hands ofthe state 
tax commissioner to effectively tax all 
choses in action. The vote was 20 to 16 
in favor of the passage of the bill, 
but this vote fell three short of the 
requisite. majority. 

This bill was reported favorably last 
year by the finance committee of the 
senate, recommitted, and reported ad- 
versely. t’riday the adverse committee 
report was disagreed to by a vote of 
1s to 17, and monday the bill was 
killed only after a motion to tabie 
had been lost vty a vote of 19 to 18, 
& motion to indefinitely postpone by 
a vote of 13 to li, and an amenament 
to exempt banks from the operation 
of the bill lost by a vote of $1 to 6. 
After the final vote was taken, Sena- 
tor Boykin, of the seventeenth, gave 
notice that he would move to recon- 
sider. 

The supporters of the measure claim 
that its passage would mean the in- 
crease jof tax returns by putting the 
tax dodger who holds invisible prop- 
erty on the books and thus insure more 
money /|for the state treasurer as well 
as mone fairly equalize taxes. Presi- 


dent Pprrsons said that in his opinion 
if nothing were done to relieve the 
Situatidn the state would be bankrupt 
in fivel years. 

Senatior Akin, of the fourth, a bitter 
adversary of the bill, predicted the in- 
solvency of the state if the bill should 
pass. It was his opinion that its pas- 
sage would mean the ruin of practi- 
cally every business venture in Geor- 
gia. Many senators, opposed to the 
tax equalization act of 1913, favored 
the Parsons bill on the principle that 
they would thus make the best of a 
bad proposition. 


TO ENLARGE TERRITORY 
COVERED BY GAME LAW 


Bill Introduced in House to 
Give the State Jérisdiction 
Along Coast ‘Line. 


Primarily to empower state fish and 
game wardens with authority to en- 
force the law on what now, so far as 
Georgia is concerned, is the high seas, 
and to enable the state to inflict pun- 
ishment for violations of the state laws 
off-shore, Representative A. J. Liles, of 
Camden county, yesterday introduced in 
the house a bill to formally extend the 
ocean-sid@ boundary of Georgia to three 
miles. fr the low-water shore line. 

Georgia is one of the very few coast 
states of the union whose constitation 
or statutes does not fix the coast 
boundary at the three-mile limit. For 
years the state proceeded upon the 
theory that the international law un- 
der which each seacoast government 
is given legal jurisdiction to three miles 
off-shore, is applicable to the _ state 
as well as to the national government. 
The question, in fact, never was raised 
until recently when the supreme court 
of California held that for a state to 
enforce state laws off-shore to the 
three-mile limit the state must stipu- 
late, either in its constitution or by 
statute, that its water boundary line 
includes such threé*mile strip of wa- 
ter. 

Not long ago following that dectsion 
the same question was raised in Geor- 
gia in the case of an attempted pros- 
ecution for the alleged violation of the 
fish law, which occurred off-shore. The 
defendant pleaded lack of jurisdiction 
on the state’s part, as the boundary 
iine of Georgia extends only to the 
Atlantic ocean and not to three miles 
to sea.

mended favorably, with amendments 
by Representative N. F. Culpepper. The 
bill drawn up by Mr. Neill applies the 
law only to counties of 35,000 or over. 

There was some controversy about 
the manner of putting the law into ef- 
fect, and it- is for this reason the 
amendment was offered. It will pro- 
Vide that the law becomes effective on 
the recommendation of the grand jury, 


and that it may be abolished in the 
Same way. This will not make it ob- 
ligatory on any county to adopt the 
law, 

According to this bill judges of the 
Superior court may either designate 
an existing court of record as the 
juvenile court, or, on request of the 
county Sommissioners, may dg¢signate 
a separate judge, and with the consent 
of the commissioners fix his salary. 
In this way it will not require any in- 
crease of expenditure for the mainte- 
nance of the court. 

Judge C. N. Feidelson, of the juve- 
nile court of Savannah, spoke enthusi- 


astically of the value and success of 
the law in Savannah. “The act is the 
last word in juvenile court legislation,” 
he said.

PRUPOSED FOR STATE 


Bill Introduced \to 
New Office of Purchasing 
Agent--Walker Would Tax 
Fortune-Tellers. 


——_* 


Creation of a riew state office, that 
of state purchasing agent, and carry- 
ing with it a salary of $3,000, is contem- 
plated in separate bills introduced in 
the house and senate yesterday—in the 
house by Representatives Fullbright, 
Roberts and Beazley and in the senate 
by Senator Eakes. 

The comptroller general, the commls- 
sioner of commerce and labor and, ex- 
officio, the governor, would, under this 
act, constitute the head officials of a 
“purchasing department” for the state, 


and the governor would have power to 
appoint a purchasing agent, who would 


be compelled to give a $50,000 bond. He. 


would be appointed for a four-year 
term, but the governor would have au- 
thority to remove him at will. 

The agent would work under the su- 
pervision of the purchasing deparpment 
heads, and would have immedia au- 
thority to make all necessary purchases 
for each of the various state depart- 
ments, including all furniture, equip- 
ment of all sorts, even the supplies for 
@he various state institutions. 

Carried with the bill is an apprapria- 
tion of $7,000 for office equipment for 
the proposed new department.

Those who have watched the weath- 
er since the stars fell in 1844 are also in- 
clined to look for the majority of the 
weather in July and August to be fair and 
warm.

Some 
of it has excellent crops and some 
poor crops, but it is only when a complaint 
becomes widespread that it can be said that 
rain or drought has done damage. In 
May too much wet weather hurts, in Sep- 
termber likewise storms can do considerable 
damage, but in July with the crop laid by, 
wet weather may be gloomy weather but not 
particularly harmful over widespread areas. 
The bulls do not have to buy much cot- 
ton right now to prevent a decline. but 
thirty days from now their burdea will be 
a larger one. Of course we do not attempt 
to predict what the crop will look like thirty 
days hence. The dry weather may hurt it, 
the absence of fertilizer really begins to 
show or the weevil may be doing a maximum 
amount of damage. At the moment, how- 
ever, there is not a single cotton-ratsing 
state, outside of Alabama where the poor 
crop accounts are dn greater number than 
the good to excellent crop accounts, and 
we think the cotton crop is doing better 


than’ normal.

U. S. Industrial | Alcohol 
Leads the War Shares in 
Down Crush. 


New York, July 10.—An extreme de- 
cline of 21 points in United States In- 
dustrial Alcohol, one of the _ better- 
known war contract stocks, and a rise 
in call loans to 6 per cent, a new 
high rate for day-to-day accommoda- 
tions since the reopening of the stock 
exchange in December, 1914, were the 
Outstanding features of today’s nervous 
and feverish session.

© A preliminary report from Collector 
Ryan at Baltimore indicated that the 
Vessel was purely a merchant — ship. 
Should this indication be borne out 
by the more detailed examination that 
Will be made, officials see no reason 
avhy diplomatic complications shoula 
qevelop. There was no prospect to- 
night that the allied governments were 
preparing to protest in teh event that 
the Deutschland is held to be a mer- 
chantman. 

- The navy department today detailed 
Captain C. F. Hughes to aid the Bal- 
timnore collector in examining the sub- 
marine. An officer familiar with sub- 
marine construction will accompany 
Captain Hughes, but they will act 
merely in an advisory capacity and 
the attitude of the government will be 
gletermined by the final report to be 
gnade by the collector. es 


* Rumors that objections might 


raised by Captain Koenig, of t 
Deutschland, or by German embassy of 
ficials to a closer inspection of the 
submarine on the ground that she is 
of a secret type of construction were 
not generally credited by officials. 

The British and French embassies to- 
day formally called the state depart- 
ment’s attention to the arrival of the 
Deutschland and asked that the United 
States be satisfied of her character. No 
protest was made against entry to the 
port of Baltimore nor against the dis- 
charge of the cargo. 

No report was received today from 
Collector ‘Ryan about the unloading of 
the U-boat’s cargo of dyestuffs, but 
probably no effort will be made in that 
direction until the formal report is 
made to the state department. 

It was said permission would not be 
given for unloading any of the cargo, 
for shore leave for any of the subma- 
rine’s crew, or for transmission of the 
documents described as diplomatic pa- 
pers brought by Captain Koenig until 
the state department had finally passed 
on the vessel’s status. Officials said 
the investigation would be expedited in 
every way consistent with the issues 
involved. They expect to be able to 
give a ruling within 48 hours at most.

Practiced Before Beginning Trip. 

“Before beginning our trip,’ said 
Captain Koenig, “we had several weeks 
of practice in our vessel in the Baltic 
sea so that the members of the crew 
might thoroughly familiarize them- 
selves with her. We left Bremen 
without’ any ceremonies. Of course,

that was necessary because the voyage | 


was to be kept secret. Outside of the 
owners and the admiralty no one knew 
where we were going except Mr. Iee, 
the American consul at Bremen, from 
whom it was necessary to obtain our 
bill of health. I am sure Mr. Fee kept 
the secret well. 

“When we got to Helgoland we de- 
cided that it was best to stay there a 
little while. We could not be abso- 
lutely sure that news of our departure 
might not reach the British admiralty 
and we thought it prudent to Jarry 
and to fool the British ships if they 
were hunting especially for us. 

‘During the time we spent in the 
waters of Helgoland we continued our 
practice and shifted the ballast and 
cargo to trim her properly for the long 
voyage. 

“Coming through the North sea we 
saw hostile destroyers, cruisers and pa- 
trol boats, and submerged five times. 
I do not think the enemy vessels saw 
us. Ydu know, in we submarine we 
can see ships a long while before they 
can see us. In the English channel we 
submerged six times in all, and in the 
Atlantic four, the last occasion being 
when we sighted a United Fruit com- 
pany’s steamer the day before our ar- 
rival at the capes. We passed her 
thirty miles out. I de not be- 
ship, which was flying an 
flag, knew we were in. her 
“When we left Bremen we had 180 
tons of fuel oil aboard and there are 
now 95 tons left in the tanks. We had 
twenty tons of water when we started 
and still have ten left. 

“Our voyage proves that a subinarine 
of the Deutschland type can go any- 
where in the world. She has a cruising 
radius of 13,000 miles.” 

Devices for Finding Way. 

Captain Koenig was asked to explain 
what devices the Deutschland had for 
finding her way under water and avoid- 
ing danger. 

“We have two,” he said. “One is the 
microphone, the other a sounding appa- 
ratus. With the microphone you can 
hear submarine bell buoys six miles 
away, and the propellers of ships still 
further. By the tone of the noise made 
by the screw of a vessel you can tell 
her type. A destroyer’s makes a loud 
hum, a cruiser’s is lower. 

“The sounding apparatus can be 
worked while we are running submerg- 
ed and is let down through the bottom 
of the boat through a tube equipped 
with valves. In this submarine we can 
do everything under the surface that 
we can do on it. We can drop anchor 
while submerged, cruise below the sur- 
face four days if necessary, or lie still

Committee Heard From 
Both Sides Monday, and 
Will Meet Again Today to 

Plan Inspection Trip. 


After thoroughly threshing out the 
controversy between the Tennessee 
Copper company and the citizens of 
Fannin, Union and Gilmer counties, the 
joint committee of the house and sen- 


yesterday afternoon adjourned without 
taking any action. Today the cdémmit- 
tee will again meet and determine upon 
some date to make a trip of inspection. 

Representative Burtz, of Gilmer 
county, objected to proceeding with the 
hearing Monday, asserting that the peo- 
ple he represented who were opposed 
to the renewal of the contract by the 
state with the copper company had not 
had sufficient notice to be present. He 
said he had been told the hearing was 
to be held Wednesday. John D. Little, 
representing the Tennessee Copper 
company, urged quick action in order 
that the resolution renewing the con- 
tract with the state could be passed 
ut this session of the legislature. He 
insisted that sixty-nine farmers had 
made the trip to Atlanta to attend this 
hearing at the instance of the commit- 
tee and it would not be fair to them 
to postpone the trial. The committee 
agreed to proceed with the hearing, al- 
lotling each side an hour and a half 
to present its argument. 

Contract Expires Soon. 

The present contract with the copper 
COnTpuny expires on October 1, having 
bef made by resolution of the general 
assembly in 1913. 

Pht governor absolutely made up 
his mind to abrogate the contract with 
us,’ said Mr. Little, “but upon seeing 
the conditions in the counties which 
claim to be affected he changed his 
mind. Our company is now employing 
about 1,000 Georgians and using 250 
tons of Georgia copper every day.” 

He showed petitions asking for the 
renewal of the contract from Union, 
Gilmer and Fannin counties. Twelve 
hundred and fifty names were on the 
petition from Union county out of a 
registration of 1,355; 2,417 names were 
on the Fannin petition out of a regis- 
tration of 2,440 in 1914, and 960 names 
were obtained from Gilmer county out 
of about 2,000 registered voters. Mr. 
Little insisted that his company § had 
spent about two million dollars in im- 
provements and that practically all of 
this had gone to condensing the fumes. 
This sulphuric acid, which is condens- 
ed, is used in fertilizers in the place of 
pyrites formerly imported from Spain 
and has decreased the cost of fertilizer 
about $2 per ton, said Mr. Little. 

J. J. Brown, the umpire appointed to 
settle the differences of the arbitra- 
tors, suid it was embarrassing for him 
to face the committee after the per- 
sonal charges made against him for 
performing his duty. He declared the 
discoloration of the vegetation to be 
very slight and much less than it was 
in former years. “W. H. Shippen, of 
Ellijay, requested me to report that the 
copper company was not living up to 
the terms of the contract and in that 
way more claims could be extorted 
from it, but Ll told him then that I 
would not do it, for it was not the 
truth,’ continued Mr. Brown.
